Laxative foods are described as 
thoge that help the body get rid of 
sortie of its waste matter. Medicines 
and Harniful laxstives should be avoid 
ed. Many causes of constipation can 
be improved by proper attention u 
diet and exerc Se. f 

The muscies of the digestive sys- 
tem move the waste matter along. 
Bivery effort sliould be made to assist 
‘these ‘muscles ‘to fonction normally. 
Proper foods that stimulate . these, 
muuscies should ‘be included in the. 
dict. 

‘Foods containing  celiilose are 
among the best laxative foods. Ths 
cellulose ‘s called roughage or bulk. 
It is the framework of fruits and is 
mot’ completely digested. This gives 
‘the muscles something to push a- 
gainst. Apples contain a good deal of 
roughage and this makes them very. 
valuable as laxative foods. 

Acid foods stimulate the muscles of 
the intestines and they‘do their work 
better. They are considered as gooa 
laxative foods and apples supply a 
certain amount of acid. The water 
contained in foods helps to,wash out 
the system. This is another reason 


‘ why apples are good laxative foods. 


Fruits and vegetables are some- 
times spdken of as “the brooms of 
the intestines.” Because of the'r cellu 
lose content they help to sweep out 
the waste matter of ‘the body. ‘The 
skins of the apples quite often con- 
tain a good deal of this bulk, so cook 
vour anm’es without peeling them. 
Raw apples contain more cellulose 


than cooked ones because the cooking 
woftens the cellulose. |
